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A public hearing will be held at the Van Buren Township Hall at 7 p.m., Tuesday, March 6, to consider a link through VBT for the state’s Iron Belle Trail hiking/biking path. The 
township board’s favored route is Option #1. It comes out of the Lower Huron Metropark, crosses East Huron River Drive and then Haggerty heading west. The former roadway -- 
between the dam and the railroad tracks -- will take hikers/bikers west over the Huron River, past Sandy’s Marina and westward to the city of Belleville along the south side of East 


Huron River Drive. 


VBT sets public hearing, decision on Iron Belle Trail

The time is short to apply for a grant 
proposal to help Van Buren Township with 
the route work on the Iron Belle Trail. 

So, the township board set a public 
hearing for March 6 with a decision that 
evening on which route to take. 

Board members favor the original route 
#1, which heads north on Haggerty from 
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the Huron Clinton Metropark, west over 
the old bridge just south of French Landing 
Dam, along the front of Sandy’s Marina 
on Edison Lake Road, across East Huron 
River Drive to the south side of the road 
where it will go through the front yards of 
residents along Huron River Drive, make a 
swipe though Riggs Park, and head onward 
to Edgemont Drive in Belleville. It’s two 
miles long. 
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In Belleville it will follow sidewalks to 
the west side of town, when it will head 
off toward Washtenaw County. That side of 
the route has not been mentioned, as yet. 

Other routes proposed were behind 
the houses along E. Huron River Drive, 
coming out of the Metropark on Bemis, 
ITC to Savage (3.8 miles), Metropark to 
Bemis to ITC lines to Martinsville (3.9 
miles), and another route in that area. 

The Van Buren link being proposed is 
part of the Iron Belle Trail, the longest state 
trail in the nation with two paths connecting 
Belle Isle in Detroit and Ironwood in the 


Upper Peninsula. 
At the Feb. 20 meeting of the township 
board of trustees, VBT Parks and 


Recreation Director Jennifer Wright gave a 
presentation on five proposed routes. 

She said a board resolution is needed by 
April 1, the application due date. She said 
they are still looking at the route and the 
cost, which are needed before they apply 
for a DNR Trust Fund grant, that will take 
a 25% match from the township. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said the 
“poison pill” will knock out three routes 
proposed, since unless there is already an 
existing crossover in place, the railroad 
won’t approve a trail crossing the tracks. 

“They won’t give permission because 
of railroad liability,’ said Trustee Sherry 
Frazier.

man who threatened mass shooting and suicide 


VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
said at 10 p.m. Feb. 21, the man’s mother 
called police, saying her son is a heavy 
drinker and she has been unable to contact 
him. 

She told police that he had been making 
claims that he is going to do a mass 
shooting and kill himself. She sent a screen 
shot of his comments to police. She told 
them he has lots of guns in his home. 

Director Laurain said the woman met 
road patrol officers at his home and she 
opened the door for them. When they 
called out that they were police, he came 
out holding a 40-calibre Glock. They told 


him to put down the weapon and he took 
it back into his bedroom and came out 
without a weapon. 

Police put McKeehan into protective 
custody, Laurain said. He identified a long 
list of weapons in the residence, including 
an AK-47, an SKS Springfield rifle, 
Mossberg shotgun, two Samurai swords, 
and a sawed-off shotgun, among other 
weapons. 

Laurain said the sawed-off shotgun was 
the only weapon that wasn’t legal. 

Because he was distraught, his mother 
signed him into the psychiatric hospital at 
the University of Michigan and the hospital 


released him on Feb. 23. That’s when VBT 
police took him into custody for the short- 
barrel shotgun. 

Laurain said his officers worked with the 
University of Michigan to be advised when 
he was going to be freed. They also worked 
with ATF, the FBI, and Homeland Security, 
he said. 

He said McKeehan was capable of 
carrying out his threats. They searched 
his computer and electronic devices for 
information. 

Laurain said his department is very happy 
that they got somebody off the streets, who 
needed to be off the streets. 


School Board committee to consider sale, purchase of properties

An ad-hoc committee of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education 
will consider reports from the Liberty 
Mutual insurance company and Plante 
Moran CRESA and come back with a 
recommendation to the full board on what 
district properties should be sold, if any, 
and what should be purchased, if any. 

James Williams, director of plant 
operations, said Liberty Mutual offered to 
do appraisals of all the district’s properties 
worth over $1 million, so those documents 
were ready for study. 

At a recent meeting, Williams presented 
the board with a report from Plante Moran 
CRESA on the estimated worth of vacant 
properties owned by the district. 

Williams said CRESA had recommended 
leaving the Career Tech property as it is to 
see if there are any offers to buy it with the 
buildings in place. 

“Tf it just sits there,” Williams said. “We 
could demolish it.” 

At Monday’s regular school board 
meeting, Williams said he wanted an ad- 


hoc committee of the board to meet March 
13 or 20 to come up with a recommendation 
to the full board. He said the committee 
should list property to sell, if any; list 
which properties to “stand pat” on; and the 
possible purchase of land. 

No board members volunteered for the 
committee and School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
said they would come up with a committee 
for the review. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the retirement of Pamela 
Johnson after 18 years of service at the 
Administration Building, as of June 30. 
She currently serves as assistant to the 
superintendent; 

e Approved the employment of 
paraprofessional Chelsea Mittlestat for 
Rawsonville Elementary School; 

e Approved bus usage by the Van Buren 
Township Recreation Department for its 
summer camp program, June 18-Aug. 10, 
with no camp on July 4, and its field trips. 
Supt. Kudlak said a list of charges would 
be compiled and the township would only 
be billed for what it used; 


e Approved a field trip for 14 members 
of the Robotics Team to St. Joseph High 
School for a robotics challenge March 8-10. 
The mentors and coaches will transport the 
team. Teachers are Aaron Lang and Aaron 
Watkins. Parents/mentors attending will 
be Bill Wolters, Wade Fields, Jonathan 
Williams, and Yogesh Sharma; 

e Watched a Savage Elementary School 
presentation on the Grapeseed Young 5s 
program being tested to get students a 
good start in reading. Principal Lisa Preuss 
and teacher Angelique Morrison said they 
would like to use it in all the kindergarten 
classrooms. Preuss said Savage has three 
kindergartens and one is a Gifted and 
Talented classroom; 

e Heard Finance Director Shareen Barker 
say the payout of the 2010-12 money 
owed to former employees will be March 
1. She explained all the things her office 
has done to make sure the payouts go to the 
appropriate people; 

¢ Heard Curriculum Director Jeff Moore 
point out the OK2SAY link is on the bottom 
of the district website, so students can alert 
officials to things that aren’t right; 


e Heard board member Darlene Gerick 
say she attended the recent State Board of 
Education meeting at RESA and found the 
board meetings are recorded and available 
on YouTube so anyone can watch the state 
board sessions;

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
voted 5-2 to opt out of the Michigan 
Medical Marijuana Facilities Licensing Act.

Andre Watson, a supporter of MMFLA 
for Sumpter, at Tuesday’s regular meeting, 
challenged the Sumpter Township board to 
come up with something else to move the 
township economics forward.

This committee would pay attention to the 
younger population in Sumpter Township 
and come up with an alternative to bring 
industries to Sumpter Township so they 
could have jobs.

He said Sumpter Township needs a spark 
in its leadership and shouldn’t be just sitting 
idly by. 

Mary Herring said she agreed with Watson 
that an economic development committee 
is needed for Sumpter. She noted it would 
take a lot of work to make something 
happen, but it could be done while keeping 
the rural flavor. 

Supervisor John Morgan said Sumpter had 
limited infrastructure. Herring agreed, but 
said something still could be done.

On Tuesday, Feb. 20, three Detroit 
television trucks and crews rolled into town 
to report on Belleville’s failing sea wall, 
obviously summoned by the owners of 
the condos next door to Doane’s Landing 
Park, who have been waiting patiently for 
the city to work with them on the repairs 
to the city sea wall which connects with 
the condo sea wall. That seawall originally 
was put into place by a company that did a 
poor job, obviously. 

Over the last five years or so, we’ve 
published pictures and written various 
official warnings about that area falling 
into the lake and floating away, but the city 
has continually dragged its feet, mainly 
because it has no money. Mayor Conley 
told a channel 7 reporter last week that they 
would hope to have bids “next year.” 

Last December the city received a bid 
for $339,230 (4+$2,790 to edge the drain 
with geotech fabric), which shocked 
councilmembers into further inaction. The 
bid specifications are being rewritten and 
they will seek more bids, we’re told. 

Meanwhile, the soil continues to erode 
and the condo owners are due to lose lots 
of money as their homes fall into the lake.

Van Buren Public Schools Superintendent 
Pete Kudlak posted the following statement 
on the district’s website Friday: “At 3:15

He 
said anyone discovered making threats 
will be disciplined. “We won’t put up with 
that.”

“Option 1 is the most scenic,” Trustee 
Frazier said, noting she was at the recent 
meeting on the route and the main concern 
was safety because there is speeding on 
East Huron River Drive. 

She said a 10-foot wide path is needed 
to get grant money.

Rick Snyder project and there is just one 
year before his term limit expires, but she 
has been told once he’s out, his approved 
budget is in effect for one more year.

should be very little. 

Trustee White said the bridge overlooks 
the dam. 

When asked how much grant they are 
seeking, Director Wright said $700,000 
to over $1 million. She said the township 
would be in charge of maintaining the trail. 

“Once the trail goes in, we have to decide 
if we want our staff to remove snow or post 
it will not be maintained [in the winter],” 
Trustee Frazier said. 

“As an avid biker, I prefer #1,” said Clerk 
Leon Wright. “It’s the shortest route from 
the park to downtown Belleville.” He said 
the township has been working at making 
the community walkable and rideable. 

“Bikers want to get off the road and have 
an area we can ride safely,’ Clerk Wright 
said. “Motorists don’t like to share the road 
with bikes.” 

“The whole point is to have a scenic 
route,” said Trustee Reggie Miller. She said 
she is concerned whether it will be 100% 
funded by the state. 

Supervisor McNamara said option #3 is 
intriguing, mentioning the route heading 
from Bemis, ITC corridor, and to Savage 
Road and then over to Martinsville. He said 
the houses along Savage are closer to the 
road than those on E. Huron River Dr. 

“We need to have a public hearing,” 
Trustee Frazier said. 

Supervisor McNamara said they would 
invite the public in in two weeks to discuss 
the trail and before that, “I will knock on 
four doors and the neighbors.” He said it 
was too bad the railroad won’t let the trail 
cross its track. 

He said if the board can’t come to a 
decision on the route on March 6, they can 
have a special meeting March 13. 

Public Services Director Matthew Best 
said the township could get less than $1 
million from the grant. He said $300,000 
is what they are going for and that would 
include a 25% match. Then they would go 
after other grants. 

McNamara said he had stated they were 
going for $1 million, but “I had that wrong.” 
He said the township got a $1.7 million 
TAP grant for the pedestrian overpass. 

The Iron Belle Trail was not on the 
agenda for the board’s Feb. 20 meeting, but 
it was added at the meeting. That’s after the 
only new business item on the agenda was 
removed. 
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McNamara removed that item: To consider 
approval of Johnson Controls, Inc./Tyco 
Integrated Security to provide a new 
security card access system for township 
buildings in the amount of $32,006. He said 
they were looking at a “better contract.” 

In other business at the one hour and 19 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointments 
of Charles Coleman, Kimberly Nofz, 
Tammy Wall, Daniel Belanger, Todd 
O’Neill, and Denise Willoughby to the 
Recreation Committee with terms to expire 
Feb. 1, 2019; 

e Heard Mary Ban complain about the 
deteriorating conditions of Sumpter Road 
between Hull and Bemis. She asked if 
there was a chance it would be fixed this 
year? McNamara said he has found that 
Haggerty between Tyler and Ecorse is the 
only roadwork scheduled for VBT in 2018. 
She also spoke at length about how the 
address change VBT has made by having 
Van Buren Township appear with the 48111 
zip code is now impacting what should be 
Sumpter Township addresses. She said she 
lives in Sumpter and doesn’t want VBT on 
her mail and packages, which is happening 
now. Trustee Frazier said the change was 
made by Clerk Leon Wright and then he 
told the board. It supposedly was part of a 
strategic plan discussed in 2014 that some 
of the board members have never heard of 
or seen, she said.

The Belleville Area District Library Board 
at its regular meeting Feb. 13 discussed cuts 
in the budgets for both the proposed new 
library building in downtown Belleville 
and the satellite facility in Sumpter.

The board’s building committee has been 
meeting with the architect and O’Neal 
Construction and have worked out changes 
to bring the library construction and 
renovation budgets back into line. 

Architect Dan Whisler said, as far as the 
new construction plan, there have been 
exterior changes, rotation of the elevator 
inside, shifting of the local history room, 
windows on the first floor and second floor 
have been changed and they eliminated a 
projecting bay window. Staff space was 
rearranged and one air conditioning unit 
was eliminated, saving $10,000. 

A sunshade was eliminated and will be 
put back, if the money allows. A vegetative 
roof is considered an alternative and will 
be put back if possible. There are ten 
alternates. 

He said the circular entry tower has been 
shortened considerably. The exterior has 


been changed significantly, but they are 
still using the same bricks and limestone 
materials. He explained other changes. 

Then, Whisler said the Sumpter Township 
facility has a cost of $550,000 and just 
$450,000 is budgeted. He said changes 
have been made to bring the costs back 
into line. The library will be renovating the 
hexagon building across from township 
hall for the satellite. 

He said under the building code, there 
should be two rest rooms and two drinking 
fountains. He said the library was planning 
22 seats, but could provide an affidavit that 
only 15 occupants could be allowed in the 
building, which would allow for a single 
toilet. 

They could save $7,000 on a drinking 
fountain, by possibly being able to use 
the one drinking fountain already in the 
building. A second fountain for wheelchair 
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use could also be a part of the affidavit and 
they would not have to install it if they 
could offer bottled water to those who have 
physical difficulties that don’t allow them 
to use the regular fountain. 

He said they could reuse the existing 
cabinets in the kitchen and get rid of the 
stove. They would recover the counter 
tops. As to the kitchen sink, code requires 
it to be 34” high for handicap use, and for 
years the standard was 36” like the one in 
the kitchen. Since it’s existing, maybe that 
could be considered a grandfather issue, he 
said. It wouldn’t meet ADA standards. 

Building committee chairwoman Joy 
Cichewicz said they had a meeting planned 
with Sumpter on Friday, Feb. 16. Also, 
they will be getting a legal description of 
the property. 

Whisler said plans are to start Sumpter

construction site work in May and bid out 
the other work in June. 

“Then we will know the cost for sure,” 
Cichewicz said. 

In a related discussion, board member 
John Juriga said in the future he expects 
library staff to say of the new building, 
“What were you thinking? There’s not 
enough storage.” 

Whisler said there never is enough 
storage and they can increase the storage, 
but then, “What do we give up?” 

“It will force us not to store,” 
Director Mary Jo Suchy said. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-35- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Discussed the proposed ground 
breaking for the new library on the 
Saturday of Library Week, April 14. The 
board’s marketing committee will plan the 
event. Mary Jane Dawson, a member of 
the committee, suggested t-shirts that read, 
“I’m digging my new library”; 

e Heard Cichewicz say everyone is 
nagging DTE to get the power lines moved. 
“They have to do their business before we

can start”; 

e Approved changes to two bylaws: 
eliminating term limits for treasurer and 
changing the order of business for the 
agenda items; 

e Heard Director Suchy announce that 
George Kelley has been hired as technology 
manager and will be on board within a 
month. Suchy said, “A new technology 
manager cannot come a moment too 
soon, as we begin to look in more depth 
at security and A-V systems for the new 
library and branch, as well as RFID and 
self-checkout; and 

e Heard Cichewicz say that in spite of 
the cuts the building is something to be 
proud of. Juriga said, “Exterior beauty 
is important and we’ve cut so much.” 
Chairwoman Sharon Peters said, “Cutting 
has been very painful, but we’re doing 
what we have to do...We’re getting close 
now and it feels great.”

Peters announced her selections of 
library board members Mary Jane Dawson 
and Alma Hughes-Grubbs. She noted 
that board member John Juriga had also 
indicated a wish to be on the committee, 
but she could only pick two. She said 
Juriga will continue to attend the meetings 
and will be involved, but won’t be a voting 
member. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy also is a 
voting member. 

Peters also announced the two artists 


selected as voting members are John Doug 
Peters and Michele Montour. 

The committee’s first meeting had been 
set for Jan. 17. 

In other business in the 56-minute 
meeting on Jan. 9, the board: 

e Reelected officers to serve for the 
coming year: Sharon Peters as chairperson, 
Mary Jane Dawson as vice chairperson, 
and LaChelle Reed Caver as secretary. 
Tanya Stoudemire was elected acting 
treasurer until a clarification of the bylaws 
could be made. Ron Traskos, the board’s 
finance consultant, said from the audience 
that because of the segregation of duties in 
this small organization, even if there was a 
bylaw saying the treasurer must change, it 
wouldn’t hold up; 

e Heard Ron Traskos present the 2016- 
17 audit by Alan C. Young & Associates. 
It was a clean audit of the $1,032,165 
revenue, which was higher than expected 
because of the growing real estate market 
increasing the property tax income, and a 
cut in total expenses. That added $88,817 
to the fund balance of $917,428 as of June 
30, 2017. This is very different than audits
